that he writes in many places, below—the dulleſt Wri- 
ter of ours, or of any precedent Age, Never did any

Author precipitate himſelf from ſuch heights of thought 
toſo low expreſſions, as he often does. He is the very 
Janus of Poets; he wears,almoſt every where twofaces: 
and you have ſcarce begun to admire the one, e're you 
deſpiſe the other. Neither is the Luxuriance of Fletcher, 
(which his friends have tax'd in him, )aleſs fault than the 
careleſsneſs of Shakeſpear. He doesnot well always, and, 
when he does, he is atrue Engliſhman ; he knows not 
when togive over. If he wakes in one Scene he com- 
monly {flumbers in another: And if he pleaſes you in 
the firſt three Ads, heis frequently fo tir'd with his 1a- 
bor, thathe goes heavily in the fourth and, ſinks under 
his burden in the fifth, > 

For Bex. Johnſon, the moſt judicious of Poets, he al- 
ways writ properly 3 and as the CharaQter requir'd : and 
Iwillnot conteſt farther with my Friends who call that 
Wit, It being very certain, that even folly it ſelf, well 
repreſented, is Wit in a _ fignification : and that 
there is Fancy, as well as Judgement 1n it; though not 
fo much or noble: becauſe all Poetry being imitation, 
thatof Follyis a lower exerciſe of Fancy, though per- 
haps as.difficult as the 'other - for 'tis a kind of looking 
downward in the Poet; and repreſenting that part of 
Mankind which 1s below him. by 

In theſe low Charatters of Vice and Folly, lay the 
excellency of that inimitable-Writer : who,whenat any 
time, he aim'd at Wit, inthe ſtricter ſence, that is, Sharp- 
neſs of Conceit, was forc'd either to borrow from the 


Ancients, as, to my knowledge he did. verymuch from 
Plautzs: or, when he truſted himſelf alone, often. fel. 
imeo meanneſs of expreſſion. Nay, he was not free fron **..; 
the loweſt and nioſt groveling kind of Wit, .which we. 


call 
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more incorrect than their language, Shakeſpear, who: 
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call clenches; of which, Every Mar in his Humonr, is in- 
finitely full. and, which js worſe, the wittieſt perſons in 
the Draxza ſpeak them.

That the wit of this Age is much more Courtly, may 
eafily be prov'd by viewing the Characters of Gentlemen 
which were written in the laſt. Firſt, for Jonſon, True- 
Wit in the Silent Woman, was his Maſter-piece. and True- 
wit was a Scholar-like kind of man, a Gentleman 
with an allay of Pedantry: a man who ſeems mortifi'd: 
to the world,by much reading, The beſtof his-diſcourſe.. 
is drawn, not from the knowledge of the Town, but 
Books. and, in ſhort, he would be a fine Gentleman, 
in an Univerſity. $hakeſpear ſhow'd the beſt of his (kill 
im his Meromtio,and he ſaid himfelf, that he was forc'd to 
Kill him in the third AQ, to prevent being kill'd-by him. 
wr for my part, I cannot find he was ſo dangerous a 
perſon:  Tſee nothing in him but what was ſo exceed- 
ing harmleſs, that he might have liv'dto the end of the 
Play,and dy'd'in his bed, without offence to any man. 
Eletcher's. Don Johx is our onely Bug-bear: and yet, 
may affirm, without ſuſpition of flattery , that he now 
ſpeaks better ,-and that his CharaQer is maintain'd with 
much more vigour mthe fourth andfifth Ats'than it was 
by Fletcher in the three former. have alwayes acknow- 
ledg d the wit of our Predeceflors, with-all the venera- 
fon which becomes me, ' but, T am fure, their wit was 
not that of Gentlemen , there was ever. ſomewhat that 


_ . was ill-bredand Clowniſh-in it : and which confeſt the 


eonverſation of the Authors. 


- And this leads me to the laſt and greateſt advantage 


ef our:writing, which proceeds from converſation, ow 
- c 
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the Age,wherein thoſe Poetsliv'd, there was leſs of gal- 
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lantry than in ours; neither did they keep the beſt com-_ 
pany of theirs, Their fortune has been much like that of 
Epicurws, inthe retirement of his Gardens: tolive almolt 

unknown, and to be celebrated after their deceafe. I 


cannot find that any of them were converſant in Courts, 


_ except Ber. Jonſon : and his gexis lay not ſo much that 
e 


way, as to an improvement by it.- greatneſs was 
not, then, ſo eaſy of acceſs, nor conyerſation ſo free as 
now it 1s. I cannot, therefore, conceive it any in(olence 
to affirm, that, by the knowledge , and pattern of their 
wit,who writ before us, and by the adyantage of our own 
converſation, the diſcourſe and Raillery of our Comedies: 
excell what has been written by them. and this will be 
deny'd by none, but ſome few old' fellows who value 
themſelves on their acquaintance with the Black-Friars -- 
who, becauſe they ſaw their Playes, would pretend a- 
right to judge ours. The memory cf theſe grave Gen- 
tlemen 1s their only Plea for being Wits. they can tell 
aſtory of aſe OPER have had fancy enough 
to give'a ſupper in Apofo that they might be call'd his 
Sons: and becauſe they were drawn-in to- be laught 
at in thoſe times, they think themſelves now ſuffi- 


' ciently intitled to laugh atours. Learning I neverſawin 
" anyof them, and wit no more than they could remember. 


Inſhort, they were unlucky to-have been bred in an un- 

liſh'd Age, and more unlucky to live to a-refin'd one: 
They have laſted beyond their own, and are caſt behind 
ours: and not contented. to have known little atthe age 


of twenty, they boaſt of their ignorance at threeſcore.. 


Now if any alk me,whence it isthat our converſation 
isſ{o much refin'd ? k. muſt freely, and without flattery, 
aſcribe it|to- the Court : and, in it, particularly to the
